No. 10/3/83-CS.H.—The rules for a competitive exami¬ 
nation to be held by the Union Public Service Commission 
in 1984 for the purpose of filling temporary vacancies in the 
following services/posts are published for general informa¬ 
tion : 

(i) Indian Foreign Service (B)—(Grade H of the 
Stenographers’ sub-cadre); 


(ii) Railway Board Secretariat Stenographers’ Service- 
Grade C (for inclusion in the Select List of the 
Grade); 

(ill) Central Secretariat Stenographers’ Service—Grade 
„ C (for inclusion in the Select List of the Grade); 

(iv) Armed Forces Headquarters Stenographers’ Service 
—Grade C; and 

(v) Posts of Stenographer in other departments/organi¬ 
sations and Attached Offices of the Government of 
lnd,a not participating in the I.F.S. (B)/Railway 
Board Secretaiiat Stenographers’ Service/Central 
Secretariat Stenographers’ Service/Armed Forces 
Headquarters Stenographers’ Service. 

1. A candidate may apply for admission to the examination 
in respect of any one or more of the services/posts mention¬ 
ed above. He may specify in his application as many of 
these Services /posts as he may wish to be considered for. 

* . 

Note 1.—Candidates are required to specify clearly the 
order of preferences for the Services/posts, for which they 
wish to be considered. No request for alteration in the order 
of preferences for the Services/posts for which he is com¬ 
peting, would be considered from a candidate' unless the 
request for ’such alteration is received in the office of the 
Union* Public Service Commission within 30 days of the date 
of publication of the results of the written examination in the 
Employment News. 

Note 2.—Some departments/offices of the Government of 
India making recruitment through this examination would 
require only English Stenographers and appointments to 
posts of Stenographers in these department /offices on the 
results of this examination will be made only from amongst 
those who are recommended by the Commission on the basis 
of the Written Test and Shorthand Test in English (c.f. para 
4 of Appendix I to the Rules). 

2. The number of vacancies to be filled on the results 
of the examination will be specified in the Notice issued by 
the Commission. Reservations will be made’ for candidates 
belonging to the Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled Tribes 
in respect of vacancies as may be fixed by the Government. 

3. The examination will be conducted by the Union Public 
Service Commission in the manner prescribed in Appendix I 
to the- Rules. 

The dates on which and the places at which the examina¬ 
tion will be held shall be fixed by the Commission. 

4. (1) A candidate must be either : 

(a) a citizen of India, or ** 

(b) a subject of Nepal, or 

(c) a subject of Bhutan,’or 

(d) a Tibetan refugee who came over to India before 
the 1st January 1962 with the intention of perma¬ 
nently settling in India, or 

(e) a person of Indian origin who has migrated from 
Pakistan, Burma, Sri Lenka, East African countries 
of Kenya, Uganda, the United Republic of Tanzania, 
(formerly Tanganyika and Zanzibar), Zambia, 
Malawi, Zaire, Ethiopia and Vietnam with the in¬ 
tention of permanently settling in India. 

Provided that a candidate belonging to categories (b), (c) 
(d) and- (e) above- shall be a person in whose favour a 
certificate of eligibility has been issued by the Government 
of India. 

Provided further that candidates belonging to categories 
(b), (c) and (d) above will not be eligible^ for appointment 
to the Indian Foreign Service (B)—(Grade II of the Steno¬ 
graphers’ Sub-Cadre). 

(2) A candidate in whose case a certificate of eligibility 
is necessary may be admitted to the examination but the offer 
of appointment may be given only after the necessary eligi¬ 
bility certificate has been issued to him by the Government 
of India.

6. (A) A candidate for admission to this examination must 
have attained the ago of 18 years and must not have attained 
the age of 25 yeais on 1st January, 1984 i.e., he must have 
been born not earlier than 2nd January, 1959 and- not later 
than 1st January, 1966. 

(B) The upper ago limit will be relaxable up to the age 
of 35 years in respect of persons who have been regularly

Provided that candidates belonging to the Scheduled Castes 
or the Scheduled Tribes may, to the extent the number of 
vacancies reserved for the Scheduled Castes and the Sche¬ 
duled Tribes cannot be filled on the basis of the general 
standard be recommended by the Commission by a relaxed 
standard to make up the deficiency in the reserved quota, 
subject to the fitness of these candidates for inclusion in the 
Select List of Grade C of the Central Secretariat Steno¬ 
graphers’ Service and Railway Board Secretariat Stenogra¬ 
phers’ Service and for appointment to vacancies in other 
Services/posts irrespective of their ranks in the order of 
merit at the examination. 

14. Subject to other piovisions contained m these Rules 
due consideration will he given, at the time of making 
appointments on the results of the examination, to the pre¬ 
ferences expressed by a candidate for various Services/posts 
at the time of bis application. 

15. The form and manner of communication of the result 
of the examination to individual candidates shall be decided 
by the Commission in their discretion and the Commission 
will not enter into correspondence with them regarding the 
result. 

16. Success in the examination confers no right to appoint¬ 
ment, unless Government are satisfied after such enquiry as 
may be considered necessary, that the candidate having re¬ 
gard to his character and antecedents is suitable in all res¬ 
pects for the appointment to the Service/post. 

17. No person— 

(a) who has entered Into or contracted a marriage with 
a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who having a spouse living entered into or contract¬ 
ed a marriage with any person; 

shall he eligible for appointment to Service, 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such matriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person and (he other party to the marriage 
and there are other grounds for so doing exempt any person 
from the operation of this rule, 

18. A candidate must he in good mental and bodily health 
and free from any physical defect likely to interfere with the 
efficient discharge of his duties as an officer of the Ser¬ 
vice. A candidate who after such medical examination as 
may be pre-cribed bv the competent authority is found not 
to satisfy these requirements, will not be appointed, Only 
such •andidotes as are likely to be considered for appoint¬ 
ment will be medically examined. 


Note.— In (be case of disabled ex Defence Services per¬ 
sonnel, a eei'nfic.itc of fitnLS.s granted bv the Demobilisation 
Medical Buaid ot the Defence Services will he con_sid£red 
adequate for the purpose of appointment.

They will be 
expected to keep closely to the subject of the essay to arrange 
their ideas in orderly fashion, and to write concisely. Credit 
will be given for effective and exact expression. 


General Knowledge .—Some knowledge of the Constitution 
of India, Five Year Plan, Indian History and Culture, general 
and economic geography of India, current events, everyday 
science and such matters of everyday observations, as may 
be expected of an educated person. Candidates’ answers are 
expected to show their intelligent understanding of the ques¬ 
tions and not detailed knowledge of any text book.

Scheme of Shorthand Tests 

The Shorthand Tests in English will comprise two dictation 
tests one at 120 words per mmuto for seven minutes and 
another, at 100 words per minute for ten minutes, which the 
candidates will be required to transcribe in 45 hnd 50 minutes 
respectively.

On 
the conclusion of the period of probation if it is found that 
the work or conduct, in the opinion of the Government of 
any of them has been unsatisfactory he may either be dis¬ 
charged from the service or his period of probation may be 
extended for such further period as Government may think 
fit. 

(lii) Persons recruited to Grade C of the Service will be 
eligible for promotion to the n?xt higher grade in accor¬ 
dance with the rules in force from time to time in this 
behalf. 

(b) The Railway Board Secretariat Stenographers’ Service 
is confined to the Ministry of Railways and staff are not 
liable to transfer to other Ministries as in the case of the 
Contral Secretariat Stenographers’ Service. 

(c) Officers of the Railway Board's Stenographers’ Seirvice 
recruited under these rules : 

(i) will be eligible for pensionary benefits; and 

(ii) Shall subscribe to the non-contributory State Rail¬ 
way Provident Fund under the rules of that fund 
as are applicable to Railway Servants appointed on 
the date they join service. 

(d) The candidate appointed to the Railway Board Sec¬ 
retariat Stenographers’ Service will be entitled to the privi¬ 
lege of Passes and Privilege Ticket Orders in accordance 
with the orders issued by the Railway Board from time to 
time. 

(e) As regards leave and other conditions of service, staff

3. The officers appeinted to Grade II of the S.S.C. of 
the I.F.S. (Branch B) will be governed by the I.F.S. Branch 
‘B’ (KCSP) Rules, 1964, I.F.S. (PLCA) Rules, 1961 as made 
applicable to I.F.S. ‘B’ officers and such other rales and 
orders as may be made applicable to them by the Govern¬ 
ment of India. 


4. The Indian Foreign Service Branch (B) is confined to 
the Ministry of External Affairs ar*d Indian Missions abroad. 
The officers appointed to this service are normally not liable 
to transfer to other Ministries except the Ministry of Com¬ 
merce. They are, however, liable to be posted abroad 
against the posts borne on the strength of other Ministries 
and also liable to be posted to International Commissions 
etc. They are liable to serve anywhere in India or outside 
India, including non-family stations. 


5. During Service abroad IFS (B) officers are granted 
foreign allowance in addition to their basic pay at rates 
which may be sanctioned from time to time, depending upon 
the cost of living etc. of the countries concerned. In addi¬ 
tion, the following concessions are also admissible during 
service abroad in accordance with the IFS (PLCA) Rules, 
1961 as made applicable to IFS (B) Officers :■— 


(i) Free furnished accommodation according to the 
scale prescribed by the Government. 

(ii) Medical Attendance Facilities under the assisted 
Medical Attendance Scheme. 


(ijj) Annual return air passage for children Upto a 
maximum of two children between the ages of 8 
and 21 studying in India or one child studying in 
India and one child in a country other than the 
country of the officer’s posting abroad subject to 
certain conditions. If a Government servant has 
more than two children between ages of 8 and 21 
studying in India, he shall have the option to send 
his wife to India during the vacation in lieu of two 
children visiting their parents abroad.

6. Central Civil Services (Leave) Rules, 1972, as amended 
from time to time will apply to members of the service, 
subject to certain modifications. For service abroad, except 
in some neighbouring countries, officers are entitled to an 
additional credit of leave to the extent of '50 per cent of 
leave admissible under the Central Civil Services (Leave) 
Rules, 1972. 

7. While in India Officers are entitled to such concessions 
as are admissible to other Central Government Servants of 
equal and similar status. 

8. Officers of the IFS (B) are governed by the General 
Provident Fund (Central Services) Rules, 1960 as amended 
from time to time and by orders issued thereunder.
